MEMORANDA. 
MARCH QUARTER, 1927. 


Population of New South Wales.—The population of the State of New 
South Wales on 31st December, 1926, was:—Males, 1,197,428 ; females, 
1,151,973; total, 2,349,401. The increase since 31st December, 1925, 
was 49,320, and since the census in April, 1921, 247,433. 


Vital Statisties—March Quarter, 1927.—New South Wales.—The births 
registered in March quarter, 1927, numbered 12,948, equivalent to 
an annual rate of 22-04 per 1,000 of population; andthe deaths, 5,018, 
which is equivalent to 8:54 per 1,000 of population. The annual 
rate per 1,000 population of the 5,018 marriages registered was 8-54. 
Compared with the average of the March quarter of the preceding 
five years the death-rate was 2 per cent. lower. 

Sydney and Suburbs.—The births registered in March quarter, 
1927, numbered 5,148, equivalent to a rate of 19-24 per 1,000 of 
population per annum; of the total, 2,656 were males and 2,492 
females. The rate is 12 per cent. below the average of March quarter 
of the previous five years. 

The deaths in March quarter, 1927, numbered 2,249, namely, 
1,224 males and 1,025 females. The mortality rate of 8-40 per 1,000 
of population per annum is slightly below the quinquennial rate 
for the March quarter. The deaths were above the average in all 
age groups, except under | year. 

The infantile mortality (deaths under 1 year) was 53-4 per 1,000 
births, and is 12 per cent. below the average for the March quarter 
of the previous five years. 


Trade of New South Wales.—Imports.—The Oversea Imports into New 
South Wales during the March quarter, 1927, were valued at 
£17,408,665, and showed an increase in value of £942,479 in com- 
parison with the corresponding quarter of the previous year. 
Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and specie), the imports 
of merchandise increased by £872,865, and gold increased by £69,614. 
The total of all oversea imports for the year ended 30th June, 1926, 
was £64,009,919, a decrease of £2,311,828 in comparison with the 
previous financial year. 

Exports.—The Oversea Exports from New South Wales during the 
March quarter, 1927, amounted to £17,429,398, being an increase in 
value of £3,233,413, as compared with the corresponding quarter of 
the previous year. Separating merchandise from gold (bullion and 
specie), the export of merchandise increased by £2,366,766, and gold 
increased by £866,647. For the year ended 30th June, 1926, the 
total of all oversea exports was £54,001,814, being a decrease of 
£6,575,391 compared with the figures of the previous financial year. 


Imports at Sydney.—Excluding imports from ports of New South Wales, 
the imports (Oversea and Interstate) at Sydney in March quarter, 
1927, were valued at £23,575,566. The following is a summary of 
the imports and transhipments :—

During the year ended 30th June, 1926, the Oversea Imports at the 
port of Sydney were valued at £61,616,002 and the Interstate Imports 
by sea at Sydney were £21,834,431, and the State seaward Imports, 
£11,775,509, the total value of all imports at Sydney, excluding 
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transhipments, being £95,225,942. Tor the same period the tonnages of 
the goods imported were as follows :—Oversea, 1,662,815; Interstate, 
704,103} State, 1,627,061: Total, 3,993,979 tons; and the tranship- 
ments—Oversea, 216,995; Interstate, 117,769; State, 50,396: Total, 
385,160 tons. For the six months from Ist July to 31st December, 
1926, the goods, excluding transhipments, imported at Sydney from 
State ports represented 1,009,927 tons valued at £5,698,380 ; including 
transhipments, the tonnage was 1,038,801 valued at £5,860,796. 


Public Finances—Consolidated Revenue Aceounts.—The preliminary state- 


ments of the Public Accounts show that the State revenue for the 
March quarter, 1927, was £9,574,618, being an increase of £1,078,622 
as compared with March quarter, 1926. 

Principal increases of revenue during the quarter ended 30th 
March, 1927, over the previous March quarter were :—Income Tax, 
£24,013; Balance of proceeds of Motor Taxation, Licenses, &e., 
£166,131; Railways, £514,948; Tramways. £46,688. Principal 
decrease was :—Stamp Duties, £26,509. 

The State expenditure during March quarter, 1927, was 
£11,308,694, an increase of £830,084 as compared with March 
quarter of previous year. 


Loan Expenditure.—The following table shows the net Loan Expenditure 


during the years ended 30th June, 1925, and 1926, and the nine 
months ended 31st March, 1926 and 1927 :—

Trading Banks.—The banking returns for March quarter, 1927, in 
comparison with the December quarter, 1926, show an increase in 
deposits, including Commonwealth Savings Bank deposits, of 
£2,199,819 and the deposits were £3,768,233 more than in March 
quarter, 1926. 

Advances in March quarter, 1927, were £5,093.681 less than 
in December quarter, 1926, and £15,834,340 more than in March 
quarter, 1926. 

The statement below affords a comparison of the current position with 
that of three months ago and twelve months ago.

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‘The proportion of coin, bullion, and Australian notes, and cash 
with Commonwealth Bank to total liabilities at 31st March, 1927, 
was 19-3 per cent. 


Gold Production.—The gold yield for the State of New South Wales 
for the year 1926 amounted to 19,435 oz. fine, valued at £82,551, as 
compared with 19,422 oz. fine, valued at £82,498, for the previous year. 


Land Seleetions.—In the nine months ended 31st March, 1927, there 
were 621 applications for 369,974 acres for original holdings under 
the Crown Lands Acts, Closer Settlement Acts, and Returned Soldiers 
Settlement Act; and 296,909 acres, representing 789 blocks, were 
set apart for original holdings, which include areas for returned 
soldiers. During the year ended 30th June, 1926, the number of 
applications for original holdings was 1,037 and the area applied for 
729,130 acres. The lands set apart for original holdings being 
417,255 acres, representing 1,139 blocks. 


Retail Prices, Sydney.—From the information collected as to average 
retail prices of food and groceries in Sydney, it appears that during 
March, 1927, the prices of meat were 33 per cent. higher than in July, 
1914; other food and groceries were 634 per cent. higher; and the 
prices for the two combined were 54% per cent. higher. 


The general level of prices showed a decrease of 3 per cent. com- 
pared with the previous month (February). Prices of meat and 
of other food and groceries were both 3 per cent. cheaper than in 
February. Eggs and jam were dearer, while butter, flour, potatoes, 
oatmeal and onions were slightly cheaper. 


Compared with the corresponding month (March) of 1926, meat 
was 4 per cent. cheaper; other food and groceries were 6 per cent. 
cheaper; and the two combined were 5} per cent. cheaper. 


The commodities for which the price levels are computed are those 
in every-day consumption. 


Wholesale Prices.—During the March quarter, 1927, the general level 
of wholesale prices, which was | per cent. lower than in the previous 
quarter is now 33 per cent. lower than the highest point reached in 
July, 1920. 

Of the 100 commodities used in forming the index numbers, 51 
commodities remained unchanged during the March quarter, 20 
increased, and 29 became cheaper. 


New Buildings.—Metropolis.—According to returns supplied by the 
several Town Clerks, the number of permits granted for new buildings 
to be erected in the Metropolis during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1927, numbered 3,704, as compared with 2,629 during the quarter 
ended 3lst March, 1926. The suburbs in which the greatest activity 
was evident were Canterbury (with 523 new buildings), Randwick 
(with 385), and Waverley (with 192). 

Country Municipalities.—During the quarter ended 31st March, 
1927, permission was granted in country Municipalities to erect 
2.376 new buildings, of the value of £1,205,767, as compared with 

1,826 of a value of £1,138,250 during the quarter ended 31st March, 
1926, 

Labour Conditions in March Quarter, 1927.—The following particulars 
in regard to employment and industrial dislocations have been taken 
from reports of the Department of Labour and Industry :— 


Employment.—The Director of the State Labour Exchanges 
reports that at the end of March there were about 3,000 persons out of 
work in the Metropolitan district, and about 4,000 in the country 
districts. The persons affected by unemployment included those 
engaged in shipbuilding trades, boilermakers and assistants, fitters, 
turners, saddlers, wool and basil workers, painters, and printers. 
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Employment was good for bricklayers, plasterers, plumbers, moulders, 
stonemasons, quarrymen, electrical workers, metal workers, stove- 
makers, coachbuilders, also in clothing factories. There was a 
scarcity of textile workers.and. of women for clothing factories 
and for domestic work. 


During the March quarter 12,880 men and 1,475 women applied 
at the State Labour Exchanges for employment; 6,405 men and 
2,737 women were sought by employers through the agency of the 
Exchanges; and 6,208 men and 1,911 women were placed in positions. 
In the previous quarter 13,217 persons applied for employment, 
9,929 persons were sought by employers and 8,842 persons were 

' placed in positions. 


Dislocations.—During the March quarter 60,283 employees were 
involved in industrial dislocations owing to disputes, and the total 
loss amounted to 272,797 working days. In the previous quarter 
38,382 employees were involved, with the loss 146,203 days. 


Meteorology.—During January moderate to heavy rains were registered 
over practically all of the eastern half of New South Wales. Torrential 
rains fell on several occasions and floods, causing serious damage, 
resulted in the valleys of the Tweed, Richmond and Clarence Rivers. 
The rainfall in the Western Division and Riverina was considerably 
below normal. The highest temperature was 116 degrees at Menindie 
on 14th and the lowest 27 degrees, at Kiandra on 31st of January. 
Rough weather with strong southerly winds occurred off the coast 
during the last few days of the month. 


At Sydney the month’s rain was 411 points, the highest and lowest 
shade temperatures being 89-8 and 55-9 degrees respectively. 
Dry conditions were general in February; little or no rain of import- 
ance being recorded except on the North Coast, where at Coffs 
Harbour on the 5th there was a severe storm, and on the 25th a 
deluge of rain at Alstonville near Lismore. 


Hot drying winds with dust storms were experienced early in the 
month in other parts of the State and there were some bush fires 
in the Southern districts. 


At Sydney the rain totalled 82 points, and the highest and lowest 
temperatures were 97:5 degrees and 56-5 degrees respectively. 


The dry conditions continued during March, particularly in far 
western, south-western, southern, and central areas. Fair to good 
rains fell over northern and north-western districts and the central * 
and north-coastal areas. The total rain for the month exceeded the 
normal for March over most of the central and north-coastal areas, 
the Northern Tablelands, and at many plates on the north-west 
slopes and plains, and in some northern parts of the Western Division. 
The rainfall was generally below normal elsewhere. 


The highest temperature in shade at Sydney was 100-5 on the 18th 
and the lowest 54-5 on 8th March.

The results were compiled from returns which were made after the crops had been harvested 
and depend upon statements furnished by each of 16,995 wheat-growers in the State. 

The area sown for grain was 3,336,450 acres, including 97,975 acres which failed entirely. 

The area sown for hay was 313,280 acres, including 5,837 acres which failed. The fed-off area 
was 31,920 acres, making a total of 3,681,650 acres sown with wheat. 

The grain harvested amounted to 15,762,860 bags, equivalent to 47,288,600 bushels, or 14:2 
bushels per acre, 

The production of hay was 394,950 tons, or 1°26 tons per acre. 

In January from an estimate based on returns supplied by the individual growers, it was 
anticipated that the yield of grain would be 16,741,000 bags, equivalent to 50,223,000 bushels, or 15:1 
bushels per acre. 

Of the total area for grain, including the area which failed entirely, 123,730 acres were sown 
on new land ; 1,746,822 aeres on fallowed land, and the balance, 1,465,903 acres, on stubble, the 
respective productions of grain per acre being 12°5 bushels; 15-7 bushels ; and 12°5 bushels.
